Mutinous troops take 
key Portugal base 


LISBON. Portugal (UPI) — Mutinous 
troops occupied a key artillery base in 
the northern industrial city of Porto to­ 
day 
and 
thousands 
of Communist- 
controlled workers flocked into Lisbon 
for 
an 
openly 
antigovernment 
demonstration. 
The commander of the northern 
military district. Brig Pires Veloso. cal­ 
led the commander of the artillery unit a 
“ traitor” and ordered the arrest of all 
officers in the regiment stationed in the 
outskirts of Porto. 
Veloso’s angry response came as 
chartered trains and ferries brought 
thousands of steel and metalworking in­ 
dustry workers into Lisbon for a major 
demonstration that the Communists used 
as a weapon in the revolutionary left’s 
campaign against the central govern­ 
ment. 
In Porto, rebellious soldiers ejected 
from the barracks of the army’s drivers 
training school invaded the artillery base 


before dawn with the help of the artil­ 
lerymen The unit’s commander at first 
objected to the takeover, but later ac­ 
ceded to the soldiers’ demands. 


The far left newspaper República cal­ 
led the developments in Porto a historic 
event. 


“ For the first time after centuries of 
rule by the dominant class, the vast, ex­ 
ploited majority of soldiers have the 
power to decide how their arms should 
be used.” the newspaper said. 


Already thousands of left-wing soldiers 
were defying government calls for dis­ 
cipline and demonstrating across the 
country for the removal of “ reac- 
tionaires" from the armed forces. 


Today’s demonstration was organized 
in conjunction with a three-hour general 
strike 
by 
the 
nation’s 
steel 
and 
metalworkers union to demand higher 
wages. 


Bailey now alone at head 
of Hearst defense team 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Attorney 
F. Lee Bailey doesn’t believe criminal 
law is a team sport. 
When the 42-year-old Boston barrister 
talks 
about 
criminal 
lawyers, 
the 
descriptions 
include 
“ alone.” 
“ renegade” 
and 
“ paid 
professional 
fighter.” 
Today Bailey is alone at the head of the 
Patty Hearst defense team. 
Terence “ Kayo” Hallinan, 38. a sup­ 
porter of radical causes since his student 
days and the original leader of her 
lawyers, withdrew Monday from Miss 
Hearst’s defense, saying he was no 
longer needed. 
And Hallinan’s 78-year-old father. Vin­ 
cent — a lifelong leftist who ran for 
president as an antiwar “ progressive” in 
1952 and once spent five months in jail 
for contempt of court — was downgraded 
to a consultant to the defense team. 
That left Bailey, his associate Albert 
Johnson. 48. of Boston, and two Hearst 
family attorneys — John A. Knutson. 29. 
and E. John Kleines. 54 both of San 


Three-day release 
of Cachuma water 


The Bureau of Reclamation today 
began a three-day release of water from 
Lake Cachuma to satisfy the needs of 
downstream ranchers. 
Underwater valves were opened at 9 
a m. today to release water at the rate of 
150 cubic feet a second About 900 acre 
feet of water will be released on the re­ 
quest of Thomas Stetson, engineering 
consultant for the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District. 
The water comes from “ above the 
Narrows credits” earned by the district, 
during the summer Tom Petersen, of­ 
ficial of the district said ranchers had re­ 
quested the release because of a slightly 
lowered water table 
He said field 
workers will make visual observations 
and monitor wells in the area below 
Bradbury Dam to determine how far 
downstream the 900 acre feet of water 
will run 


WASHINGTON (DPI* — President Ford told Republican congressional 
leaders today he will fight for his new tax cut package and veto as often as 
necessary to pressure Democrats for a fixed limit on federal spending 
Ford, who outlined his $28 billion tax plan on national television Monday 
night, went over it for one hour ttiis morning with 26 GOP House members and 
senators before leaving on a brief trip to Knoxville. Tenn , to discuss energy 
with Appalachian state governors 
He arranged to leave for Tennessee about noon EDT and return to 
Washington later tonight 


“ He said he will fight for it He will veto as many bills as necessary and some 
of these bills will hurt." Senate Minority Leader Hugh Scott told reporters 
after the meeting 
• 
Rep Bob Michel of Illinois. No 2 Republican in the House, said Ford told the 
group he was determined to get his way on the spending issue, “ even if he had 
to veto 100 bills to make that point ” 


Ford coupled his proposal for an even more extensive tax cut than this year s 
with a demand Congress clamp a limit on federal spending to make up for the 
drop in federal income 
“ The President made it clear that this is a one for-one proposal — one 
package of spending, one package of tax cuts.” Scott said 
Scott also said Ford would not allow lawmakers to simply cut some un­ 
popular programs “ that Congress thinks are without constituencies — like 
defense and foreign assistance “ 
Michel, noting that only one of 13 major appropriation bills for the current 


fiscal vear has been signed so far. said “ I think vou’re going to see the Presi­ 
dent being very very tough making the case that we’ve got to live within the 
budget he is prescribing ” 
Scott. Michel and Sen John Tower. R-Tex , all agreed most Republicans in 
Congress shared Ford's position, but a full-blown partisan battle was highly 
possible 
“ If that issue has to be joined.” said Michel “ maybe that’s what the 
American people will be making their judgment on next year” at the polls 


Before leaving for Knoxville. Ford met with 28 Soviet officials and an equal 
number of Americans serving on a joint “ Trade and Economic Council’ set up 
in 1973 The White House in a statement issued later, made no mention of cur­ 
rent I S Soviet negotiations for a long-term agreement on Russian purchases 
of American grain 
But it said Ford praised the council s efforts to increase trade and “ reaf 
firmed his support for the normalization of economic ties as an important ele­ 
ment in our overall effort to build a more constructive U S U S S R 
relationship ” 
Ford also told the group that “ lie was disappointed” a major 1972 trade 
agreement with the Russians still had not taken effect The Kremlin backed out 
when Congress passed legislation demanding relaxation of restrictions on 
emigration of Soviet Jews in return for special Soviet trading rights in U S 
markets 
Ford “ expressed the hope that obstacles to implementation of the agreement 
can be overcome and said that the administration will continue to work with 
Congress to that end. 
the White House said 
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Congressional opposition 
voiced over tax program

Hallinan filed a withdrawal notice in 
federal court, saying he took over the 
case only because his father and Kleines, 
“ who had been retained by the defen­ 
dant’s parents to represent her. if. when 
and as she should make her appearance, 
were unavailable.”

“ It’s not appropriate for me to com­ 
ment on those who handled the case 
before.” Bailey responded last week* 
when asked about the controversial 
“ brain-washing” affidavit which has 
been the keystone of her defense John­ 
son said Monday that the affidavit would 
not be disavowed 
Bailey, who says his fees have reached 
close to $1 million on some cases, is best 
known as the defender of Dr. Samuel 
Sheppard, Albert DeSalvo, Carl Cop- 
polino and Capt Ernest L. Medina. 
He has taken Miss Hearst’s defense to 
the public in recent days, pleading her 
case on a national television variety 
show and in widespread speaking ap­ 
pearances. 
“ If I ran a school for criminal lawyers 
I would teach them all to fly.” Bailey 
once said “ I would send them up when 
the weather was rough, when the planes 
were in tough shape, when the birds were 
walking The ones who survived would 
understand the meaning of alone ’ If I 
understand anything. I understand that. 
I ’ve been a pilot for 17 years I am also a 
criminal lawyer.” 
“ A trial lawyer in a contentious case is 
a paid professional fighter.” he said on 
another occasion “ The one word that 
comes closest to what he ought to be is 
renegade ” ’ 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon ran into 
heavy congressional opposition today 
when he tried to sell President Ford’s $28 
billion tax cut geared to save average 
taxpayers hundreds of dollars next year 
Simon told the House Ways and Means 
Committee that Ford was “ absolutely 
determined” to veto any tax cut bill not 
accompanied by an equal reduction in 
projected federal spending 
Chairman A1 Ullman. D-Ore., called 
Simon’s position “ totally preposterous.” 
Ford’s tax cut proposal, outlined in a 
Monday night speech, includes a provi­ 
sion to increase the personal exemption 
from $750 to $1.000 for each taxpayer and 
all dependents 
The session quickly became a battle of 
words between Simon and Ullman The 
basic conflict boiled down to whether it 
was logical for Congress to enact a 
spending ceiling on a budget it had not 
yet seen. 
“ To expect us to strike out swinging 
blindly and put a $395 billion ceiling on 
without a budget just seems to me totally 
preposterous and something I'm shocked 
the administration would propose," Ul­ 
lman said 
Simon retorted that the administration 
is willing to work with Congress in 
identifying areas where future cuts could 
come, but said: 
“ In the absence of a spending ceiling of 
$395 billion the President is absolutely 
determined he will veto any tax reduc­ 
tion that comes down.” 
Republicans 
on 
the 
committee 
generally defended Simon, although they 
acknowledged it would be difficult to for­ 
mulate a spending ceiling 
Presidential aides said the main effect 
of Ford’s plan to extend and broaden tax 
reductions that went into effect earlier 
this year would be to cut the average, 
middle-class family’s federal tax bill by 
more than $200 next year. Ford proposed 
to increase the personal exemption to 
$1.000 for taxpayers and dependents 
Now the exemption is $750, 
Ford's plan also would set a standard 
deduction of $2.500 regardless of income 
and 
reduce tax 
rates in low and 
moderate income brackets 
For business. Ford proposed a reduc­ 
tion of the maximum tax on profits from 
48 to 46 per cent, reduced rates on the 


first $50,000 of profits, an increase in the 
investment tax credit to 10 per cent and a 
variety of tax breaks for electric utilities 
and their stockholders

But Senate Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott said Ford’s proposal “ is good 
news “ He added Congress “ can earn 
this reduction for the taxpayers by ac- 


ceptmg the fact that spending has got to 
be curtailed ” 
Oilman's committee is expected to 
complete work later today or Wednesday 
on a Democratic-sponsored tax cut 
package that would ignore any accom­ 
panying reduction in federal spending 
The differing philosophies would make 
the Democratic bill a candidate for a 
presidential veto 
In a radio and television address Mon 
dav night which two of the three com­ 
mercial television networks declined to 


carry live. Ford said 
“ We must recognize that cutting taxes 
is only half the answer If we cut only 
taxes, but do not cut the growth of

U.S. intelligence experts knew 
little of '74 Portugal coup 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
American in­ 
telligence experts said today they were 
caught flatfooted by the military coup 
that overthrew the Portuguese govern­ 
ment in April. 1974 
Keith Clark, national intelligence of­ 
ficer for western Europe, summed up 
the postmortum in testimony before the 
House Select Committee on Intelligence 
“ No one predicted a coup on 25 April, 
and no one provided in the period before 
25 April a full picture of the plans, 
program, ideological orientation and dif­ 
ferent philosophies of the members of 
the armed forces movement ’’ 
Clark's conclusions were echoed by Lt 
Gen Samuel V Wilson, formerly of the 
Defense Intelligence Agency, and Wil­ 
liam G Hyland, director of the State 
Department’s Bureau of Intelligence and 
Research 
“ Even a cursory review of the intel­ 
ligence record indicates there was no 
specific warning of the coup of April 25, 
1974, in Portugal." Hyland said 
Wilson, who was in charge of 85 U S 
military attaches throughout the world 
including six in Lisbon, said while there 
were reports of unrest in the Portuguese 
armed forces “ they were not predictive 
of a coup ” 
Wilson declined in open session to say 
whether U S intelligence is carrying out 
covert 
operations 
in 
Portugal, 
but 
agreed U.S. intelligence operations were 
inhibited because Portugal is a NATO al­ 


ly Clark said the last national intel­ 
ligence estimate on Portugal was done in 
1964 
In 
another 
development. 
the 
Washington Post reported today Presi­ 
dent Ford’s plan for reorganizing the in­ 
telligence community would strengthen 
the office of inspector general to oversee 


the (MA and other such agencies 
The witnesses at the hearing generally 
conceded that except for a few more 
details provided by officers in the field 
the American intelligence community 
knew little more about the Portuguese 
situation 
bevond 
what 
had 
been 
published in American newspapers 


Administration willing to 
resolve Palestinian issue 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
Secretary of 
State Henry A 
Kissinger today told 
Congress the administration is willing to 
help resolve the complex Palestinian is­ 
sue if it would help efforts to forge an 
overall Middle East peace settlement 


In testimony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. Kissinger also 
urged Congress to promptly approve use 
of 200 American technicians to monitor 
the Sinai accord between Israel and 
Egypt 


Kissinger said the purpose of the ac­ 
cord was “ to give impetus ' to the search 
for peace in the Middle East 


“ We are willing to work with all the 
parties." Kissinger said ‘ including con­ 
sideration 
of 
the 
future 
of 
the 
Palestinians.” 


Kissinger did not expand on future U S 
policy towards the Palestinians dis­ 
placed when Israel was created and 
whose unsolved fate has bedeviled two 
decades of diplomatic attempts to reach 
a Middle East settlement 


Kissinger told the committee his 
pledge to work with all parties, including 
the Palestinians, did not mean the 
United States had changed its policy 
towards 
the 
Palestinian 
Liberation 
Organization (PLO) 


Asked about that by Sen Jacob Javits. 
K N Y . Kissinger said the United States 
still would refuse to negotiate with the 
PLO until it recognized the existence of 
Israel and agreed to be bound by the 
U N resolutions concerning the Middle 
East 
Sheriff Dept, cutbacks feared

A threatened cutback in sheriff’s 
department funds could reduce the scope 
of the Lompoc substation, a high depart­ 
ment official said today 


The concession came from Inspector 
Pete Zanella who said other stations 
would also be hit by the reduction if it oc­ 
curred 
Zanella said the county ad­ 
ministrative office had asked all depart­ 
ments including the sheriff’s to come up 
with contingency plans for law enforce­ 
ment programs under cutbacks of two, 
five and 10 per cent. Zanella said a 10 per 
cent reduction would probably mean a 
reconstituting of the Lompoc substation, 
but that the stations at Solvang and Santa 
Maria would be hit also and the main sta­ 
tion in Santa Barbara would be hit even 
heavier The contingency plans were be­ 
ing prepared for consideration at budget 
time next spring 


Zanella said it was not at all certain 
that the cuts would go through, but that if 
they did, it was conceivable that all 
sheriff's 
deputies, 
investigators and 
secretaries would be based in Santa 
Maria The cutback would wipe out the 


subsidiioii in Solvang. but an office of 
sorts would have to be maintained in 
Lompoc to comply with state law requir­ 
ing offices in incorporated cities The 
Santa Ynez-Solvang area is not yet incor­ 
porated 
Ironically the talk about cutbacks 
comes at a time when the department 
was on the verge of adding one man to 
the Lompoc force Zanella said plans 
now call for an additional deputy in Lom­ 
poc at the end of next month That would 
increase total manpower in Lompoc to 10 
men Zanella said if the 10 per cent cut 
becomes a reality, it would eliminate the 
new man and take away another deputy 
reduc ing the total force here to eight 
men 
Zanella conceded that the economic 
pinch had put the department into some 
difficult times 
Sgt 
Dennis Higgins, 
commander of the Lompoc substation, 
told this reporter yesterday he had been 
told there is no money for overtime pay 
In lieu of overtime pay an officer must 
be given compensatory time off, a prac­ 
tice that sometimes leaves a substation 
short handed 
Higgins said a new department policy 
now forbids paying reserves If reserves 


work filling in as vuiujuic backup forces 
for the regular deputies, they do so 
without any compensation 
Zanella confirmed that Higgins out­ 
line of the pav problem was accurate 
Higgins said the threatened 10 per cent 
cut would probably mean he would be 
transferred elsewhere 
“ We couldn t 
operate as we do now under a 10 per cent 
cutback.” he said "Bodie'' would have to 
be eliminated 
The latter statement 
referred to the fact that a good portion of 
the department's $8 5-miIIion budget was 
required for salaries A cut of $850 000 in 
the overall budget would require a reduc­ 
tion in the work force, he said 
The Lompoc substation has nine men 
In addition to Higgins there is the deputy 
station commander and seven other per­ 
sonnel not counting the station's two 
secretaries 
Higgins, himself answers 
field calls and does reports, chores that 
ordinarily wouldn’t be required of com­ 
manders 
The 
role 
of 
sergeants 
elsewhere in the system is the same 
Higgins said the commonly used factor 
of so manv deputies for so many thou­ 
sands of population in a substation area, 
doesn t tell the whole story The Lompoc 
district covers 450 square miles running 


from Gaviota Pass and the Jalama 
Beach area on the south to San \ntonio 
Road in the north Mail Road in the east 
and the ocean in the west 
The Lompoc station answered 24 088 
calls for service last vear according to 
statistics Higgins is preparing for sub­ 
mission to hi^ superiors

The supervisors voted 4-1 to 
inform state a Rennes of their 
decision and to seek state 
funding of an environmental 
impact study which had been

vironmental Coordinator Albert 
F Reynolds 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
of Santa Maria voted against 
the motion of Supervisor Frank 
J Frost of Santa Barbara for 
support of the consolidation 
study 
Fletcher claimed that 
reports of consultants hired by 
the county made it clear they 
felt consolidation of proposed 
new Arco < Atlantic-Richfield > 
and Burmah Oil and Gas Co 
facilities on the Exxon site west 
of Goleta would add to expected 
air pollution problems there 
A proposal by Reynolds and 
backed by Supervisor James M 
Slater of Goleta Valley to 
utilize $40.000 in county oil spill 
settlement interest funds for a 
study of a limited consolidation 
alternative 
involving 
Arco 
facilities was stymied County 
Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd 
confirmed that the county had 
already appropriated the in­ 
terest as a means of cutting 
down a major tax levy boost 
this year 
"We've already spent it.” 
commented Fletcher in inform­ 
ing Slater his motion to utilize 
the money was fruitless 


Both Fletcher and Frost said 
they looked askance at spending 
county tax funds for the study, 
and joining in with them were 
County Tax-Action Committee 
representative Irma Saunders 
and Hal Burnett of the Citizens 
for Tax Reform.

Slater, said he felt the oil com­ 
panies 
should

Seven of the most distinguished 
firearms experts in the United 
States rendered their verdict

Kintz. who previously in­ 
sisted he would not resign even 
if Brown sought his ouster, 
said: "The people who write 
the letters are entitled to ex­ 
press their opinions, but it will 
make no difference at all in my 
determination in continuing to 
administer this act.” 
Stall said he was unable to 
determine whether the letters 
were part of a UFW letter- 
writing campaign, but added 
that "a lot are form letters.’’

Patricia Hearst is under court 
order to cooperate with three 
psychiatrists trying to decide 
whether she is mentally able to 
stand trial on federal bank rob­ 
bery charges. 
U.S. District Judge Oliver J. 
Carter, who canceled a hearing 
scheduled 
today 
for 
Miss 
Hearst because the psychia­ 
trists’ report wasn’t ready, told 
the 21-year-old newspaper heir­ 
ess Monday "to cooperate as 
fully as she is now able.” 
Results of the psychiatric ex­ 
amination — into the effects of 
her kidnaping, alleged "brain­ 
washing” and conversion to 
violent radicalism — will be 
used by Carter in determining 
whether Miss Hearst can stand 
trial or be released on bail. 
Miss Hearst’s lawyers told 
the court last week she was not 
fully cooperating with them, 
often sitting silent for several 
minutes while they tried to 
question her and that her at­ 
titude toward them and her 
parents seemed to vacillate. 
Carter said he would resch­ 
edule the hearing after the psy­ 
chiatrists had completed their 
report and he had turned it over 
to prosecution and defense 
lawyers for study. 
The judge also ruled that 
Miss Hearst’s statements to the 
psychiatrists "shall be forever 
and absolutely barred from ad­ 
mission in evidence against her 
in this or any other court, state 
or federal, in any criminal 
proceeding.” 
His immunity order came

reported Miss Hearst confessed 
a number of crimes during her 
talks with the psychiatrists. 
Her lawyers denied it, saying 
"she has not confessed to 
anything.” 
The newspaper also said she 
had agreed to turn state’s 
evidence against her former 
radical comrades in return for 
a light sentence or immunity 
from prosecution. That too was 
denied — by both prosecution 
and defense. 
"The defense attorneys have 
never discussed her turning 
state’s evidence,” said Alfred 
Johnson, one of her lawyers 
"We wouldn’t consider it.”

SHOULD AN ESTABLISHED BUSINESS 
ADVERTISE REGULARLY? 


Newspaper advertising is probably one of the moat 
misunderstood subjects in the world, with numerous mis­ 
conceptions about it being passed down from father to son 
for generations. One such erroneous thought still 
prevailing, though it may have held a measure of truth at 
one time, is that there is no need to advertise in your 
newspaper if your company has been in business for 
several years Nothing could be further from the truth 
today! The wisdom of saying, ’’everyone knows I’m in 
business because I ve been here so long, has long passed. 


To prove this point very emphatically, a businessman 
needs only to take the time to check with utility companies, 
to find what percentage of the population moves from place 
to place during just one twelve month period. Nationally 
the average is over 30%. This means, if you don t advertise 
in your newspaper regularly, almost one third of the 
population in your community may be a long time hearing 
about the benefits of buying from you, and an appreciable 
number of these will probably never set fool in your estab 
lishment. 
Isn’t word of mouth advertising the best kind? It surely 
is, and if you could buy word of mouth advertising you d 
surely have it made business wise. But, approaching thui 
theory with all due regard for human nature, it is safe to 
say that for every 100 happy, satisfied customers you 
have, only one will ever.open his mouth to tell another per 
son about you! You could starve to death waiting for this 
type of advertising results! 


But you’re not starving? Of course you aren’t if you ve 
been in business for a long time, or bought out a going 
business when you started. However, do you want to stay 
at your present business volume level from now on? If 30% 
of the population is moving every year, don t you stand to 
lose some of your old customers? Wouldn t you like to 
replace those lost with new customers' A progressive 
businessman would surely want to increase business every 
year, if at all possible, or at least avoid sliding backward. 
No way can this be accomplished in today s fast < hanging 
market without newspaper advertising1 


Some businessmen actually think that spending money 
for advertising is like gambling; you place your bet. throw 
the dice, and maybe you’ll win. but mostly you loM While 
this may be a humorous analogy it certainly is without 
basis in fact. Advertising, though not a science m the true 
meaning of the term, does have certain ingredients that 
must be applied to achieve the desired results 
And. 
without a doubt, one of these ingredients is regularity. 
This fact is more important now than it has ever been due 
to the spiraling inflation, unemployment growth and the 
increased reluctance on the part of the consumer to buy at 
any price. Today people actually sit down to go through 
their newspaper for the definite purpose of reading the ads 
to find the best buys. If your advertising does not appear 
regularly in your newspaper you are missing a golden 
opportunity to bring in NEW’ customers, and remind your 
old patrons of the pleasant buying experience they have 
had with you in the past. 
The businessman of modern times must recognize that 
buying habits are either non existent or change rapidly, in 
this highly mobile society we live in It is not unusual to 
drive many miles just to shop at a business establishment 
that is having a special sale event. \et, the very same 
items that are on sale miles aw ay may be just as g»*xl a buy 
at your place of business, but if the local buying public 
doesn't know this you will surely miss out on their busi 
ness. 
The businessman who stays abreast of changing 
attitudes and buying trends, through the use of logical, 
well written and regular newspaper advertising, will be 
many s a l e s ahead of the die hard who keeps telling himself 
he has been around long enough that everyone knows 
where he is and what he sells. Obviously this kind of 
thinking belongs in the attic with grandma s picture album!

strikers resorted to arson 
"Things are in a terrible 
mess here,” one of the return­ 
ing firemen said "We're going 
to be having trouble navigating 
today. A lot of our equipment is 
missing and it’s going to take 
us some time to get it all back 
together” 
The striking union and the 
city council agreed to take the 
firemen’s key demand of equal 
pay with police officers to 
federal mediation Both sides 
were scheduled to meet with 
the federal mediator today. 
The agreement was reached 
in a series of informal meetings 
beginning Monday night after 
Mayor Charles Wheeler Jr. 
agreed 
during 
a 
television 
debate with firemen’s union of­ 
ficials to try to end the strike 
immediately. 
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Currently, annual wages for 
top scale firemen total $12,996, 
compared to $15,305 for top 
scale policemen Starting pay 
for firemen is $10,200. and 
$9,432 for police officers. 
One of the major issues 
resolved was the city's agree­ 
ment to rehire 59 firemen who 
were dismissed during 
the 
strike Wheeler said he believed 
the 59 resorted to arson. 
"I know a hoodlum when I see 
one." 
Wheeler said earlier

The

Wheeler’s allegations. 
The union rejected one back- 
to-work offer earlier Monday 
and demanded total amnesty

Oakland, in a black ghetto. 
Gene Upshaw is a man of 
stature. The little kids look up 
to him when he comes around. 
They see a giant of a man. 6- 
feet-5-inches tall and weighing 
255 pounds 
They tell Gene, because he is 
curious, what they want to be 
when they grow up. 
“ I wani to be a pimp.*’ says 
one kid He's six years old 
“ I want to be a robber.'' says 
another He’s eight and he’s not 
kidding 
“ I want a big car.” they all 
say. 
And maybe because of them, 
Gene Upshaw, who is a star in 
professional football and pulls 
down a big salary while also 
operating a couple of night 
clubs, will play another couple 
of years only for the Oakland 
Raiders. 
Then he’ll become a politi­ 
cian. 
It is the major life’s commit­ 
ment of this all-pro offensive 
guard who feels a need to help 
these deprived people in his 
adopted home city where he has 
become a prosperous man.

than

in 
Oakland.’’ he says. “ It’s up to 
you as a person to get out there 
and exploit it and turn rocks 
over. In Oakland, there’s speak­ 
ing out and blacks have a voice. 
“ But there are kids who have 
never in their young lives left 
the west Oakland area, kids 
who

the 
Coliseum (where Upshaw plays 
his football for the Raiders).

“ I was poor. too. I was there. 
And you don’t forget where you 
come from.” 
He came from south Texas 
and the little town of Robstown 
near Corpus Christi. His father 
was a roustabout in the oil 
fields until he lost a leg.

Gene, 
“but we didn’t have 
poverty. I could see the dif­

scholarship. He was 5-10 and 
190. Coach Gil Steinke. who 
remembered him as a spunky 
high school lineman, said. "Be 
on the field at 3 o’clock We’ll 
give you a uniform.” 
By the end of his freshman 
year, he had grown dramatical­ 
ly to his current proportions 
and by the end of his senior 
year, he was a first round draft 
choice (1967) of the Oakland 
Raiders, 
He is now playing his ninth 
season as a starting guard With 
his brother, Marvin, a defen­ 
sive tackle for the Kansas City 
Chiefs, he owns a bar and 
restaurant called The Patio and 
a second called Uppie’s. Gene 
decided early in his profes­ 
sional career that Oakland, a 
small city (only Green Bay in 
the National Football League is 
smaller) in the cosmopolitan 
shadow of San Francisco, would 
be his permanent home

Rodino, D N J . to absorb the entire staff 
into his own fold and to carry on the in­

After months of haggling, Rodino 
agreed to retain eight of the dispossessed 
subversive hunters This will cost the 
taxpayers $140,244 a year. 
But 30 other investigators, research 
analysts, 
secretaries 
and 
clerks 
remained on the congressional payroll 
until June 30 Most of them just hung 
around, looking sinister, at a cost to the 
taxpayers of another $236,296 in salaries. 
What the UnAmerican Activities staff 
really considers unAmerican. apparent­ 
ly’. is fitting off their public funds 
HOFFA’S SUCCESSOR:

The La Costa Land Company, which 
constructed the Fitzsimmons hacienda, 
allegedly was established with mobster 
money Title to the house was transfer­ 
red to Fitzsimmons, according to our in­ 
vestigation, on July 10. 
Although Fitzsimmons heads the na­ 
tion’s most powerful union, two sub­ 
contractors admitted to us that they used 
non-union labor on his home. Another 
company used non-union labor in fur­ 
nishing some of the concrete for the 
home 
Fitzsimmons has stated that he wasn’t 
sure whether he would purchase the 
house. But the architect's plans in our 
possession are marked “ Fitzsimmons’ 
hom e/' The plans were drawn by the San 
Diego architectural firm of Paul Thoryk 
and Associates 
A spokesman for La Costa said he was 
unaware that non-union labor had been 
used “ All the people we do business with 
are union,” he said He said the use of 
non-union labor was a violation of the 
contract 
We spoke to several subcontractors 
who said they were paid by La Costa 
The spokesman said Fitzsimmons paid 
La Costa for the home 
Footnoot We made repeated calls to 
Fitzsimmons’ office for his comments. 
The calls were not returned We also cal­ 
led his lawyers who refused to discuss 
the La Costa project

Readers may recall that the possibility 
of gathering in some of the creek’s 
waters was given a field reconnaissance 
study by the Bureau, years ago. but set 
aside in fabor of Lompoc Porject. 
Nothing is ever sure when it comes to 
field reconnaissance studies, but initial 
estimates placed the annual safe yeild of 
a reservoir at Salsipuedes at about 6.000- 
acre feet of water 
In 
lieu 
of 
acting 
immediately, 
Davidson will do his research and the 
question will be put back on the commis­ 
sion’s agenda for the meeting upcoming 
in January. However, the commissioners 
have indicated they want to be briefed 
before that time in the event that 
Davidson comes up with some valuable 
data 
Followers of water matters may recall 
that the Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation Distr ict, and particularly Richard 
Henning, director for Division 1 in Lom­ 
poc. pointed to Salsipuedes as a poten­ 
tially valuable source of supplementary 
water The question was never pursued 
because of the high cost of construction 
and the low yield 
As it stands now. the commission will 
gather all available data and then 
proceed to call for an engineering 
feasibility study or drop the matter The 
question arose last week in the context of 
the commission’s approval for continu­ 
ing an application for extraction of flood 
waters at Salsipuedes and for spending 
the $520 which the state requires. 
Davidson made a good point when a 
commissioner asked how long the city 
would want to keep the option open for 
the extraction of water at Salsipuedes. 
He said the state water resources board 
itself would dump the city in a few years 
if the city did not proceed with actual 
steps in the direction of building a dam 
on the creek 
In essence that’s what happened to the 
SYRWCD’s application to extract water 
at the Narrows, southeast of Lomjloc. 
The water district was not prepared to 
go ahead with anything there and before 
stepping aside called upon the city to file 
an application in lieu of the district’s 
continued interest in the application The 
Berry’s World 


city was interested in the Narrows as a 
well site, but finally stepped aside itself 
when it was determined that the city 
could sink wells, if it chose, within city 
boundaries and near Robinson Bridge 
and accomplish the same thing that had 
been 
projected 
for 
a 
well-drilling 
program at the Narrows. 
There is more to all this than the 
straight line projection of satisfying sup­ 
plementary water needs in the im­ 
mediate future. County observers will 
tell you that the question of water rights 
on the Santa Ynez and applications for 
extraction of water have become a 
political matter. Some candidates for 
seats on south county water district 
boards of directors have reportedly been 
using the question of “conjunctive use" 
of Santa Ynez River water as an argu­ 
ment with the voters. This, despite 
entreaties of such experts as legal 
counsel Stanley Hatch that it is still too 
early to tell whether the conjunctive use 
of the waters will accomplish a net in­ 
crease in the water available to the south 


county. As Hatch said on one occasion, 
“The water rights are there and if en­ 
tities in the north don’t apply for them, 
there are entities in the south that will 
under the conjunctive use principle.” 
For those who don’t know, conjunctive 
use is the principle of diverting more 
water than the entitlement to the south 
coast during times of drought in those 
heavily populated areas and repaying it 
during 
times 
of 
plentiful 
rainfall. 
Everyone hopes the principle will prove 
successful, but no one can tell at this 
point. The idea is now in a fullscale trial 
that will take years to resolve. 
In the meantime, the City of Lompoc is 
faced with rapidly deteriorating quality 
in its well supply . That dilemma was spel­ 
led out by A1 Thompson, director of the 
city’s water department and by others 
notably Ed Rodgers, former member of 
the water commission and presently a 
member of the county’s ad hoc advisory 
committee to the County Water Agency. 
The admonitions have spurred a look 
at the Salsipuedes.

LOS ANGELES - This vast urban 
sprawl interlaced by the freeways with 
their ceaseless movement has the look of 
a Martian landscape. Governing the 
largest state in the union must seem 
beyond the powers of forms of authority 
long outdated by the motor car and the 
jet plane. 
Yet something like 
an 
answer 
to 
the 
anomaly of old laws 
and new mores is just 
visible on the western 
horizon. That’ is the 
emergence 
of 
Gov. 
Edmund 
G. 
Jerry 
Brown Jr. as an ex­ 
ecutive eager to find a 
way between lawles­ 
sness 
and 
the 
rigidities of “law and 
order” as conceived 
by ihose who exploit 
the fear of crime in the streets. 
This is to be sure a tentative beginning, 
but there is a hope in it beyond the im­ 
mediate results. In his nine months in of­ 
fice the governor is credited with in­ 
itiating four principal pieces of legisla­ 
tion that show the balance between 
freedom and restraint. 
The 
penalty 
for 
possession 
of 
marijuana was reduced to a fine of $100, 
thereby eliminating the prison sentences 
that destroyed the lives of many of the 
young. Under a second law, consenting 
adults were no longer subject to criminal 
prosecution 
for acts 
committed 
in 
private. This removed the threat of 
blackmail and police intimidation held 
over the state’s homesexual population. 
These 
were 
libertarian 
measures 
meant to remove penalties long since 
outgrown and one reason for clogged 
courts and overcrowded prisons. 
Two other laws were on the opposite 
side of the scoreboard. One requires a 
mandatory prison sentence for a crime 
committed with a gun The other calls 
for mandatory prison for heroin pushers. 
Law-enforcement officers believe they 
will soon result in scaling down the 
crime rate. 
Brown’s emergence has come as a sur­ 
prise to many and particularly on the 
right. They had seen him as vaguely 
liberal with little positive identity. In a 
week here in the state. I have listened to 
independents and conservatives praise 
him They believe he is showing the 
promise of a career beyond the boun­ 
daries of the state. 
Some new admirers are skeptical of 
the boomlet promoting him for a place 
on the national ticket in 1976. Too early, 
they say. Let him carry foward what he 
has begun and run for a second term as 
governor In 1980 he will be 42 and given 
continuing momentum a leading con­ 
tender for the highest office in the land 
His youth is one of his principal attrac­ 
tions. With this goes a style spurning the 
shiny black limousines and the other 
prerequisites of high office He is explor­ 
ing the potentials of Zen, Yoga and the 
other experiments that have captivated 
many young 
Against the background of four years 
in a Jesuit seminary when he was study­ 
ing 
for 
the 
priesthood, 
this 
is a 


remarkable blend of old and new. 
On the national scene the dilemma of 
the Democrats is a flock of candidates 
who have been around for a long time. In 
many ways Hubert Humphrey may be 
the best qualified and most experienced 
man for the office. But to mention his 
name with the young is to draw a groan, 
“What! Humphrey again.” 
Only a bold statistician would guess at 
the proportion of the young who have 
been turned off in one degree or another. 
At one extreme a small minority is given 
over to bringing down the system by any 
means including crime and violence. 
The bank robberies plotted and. in 
some instances carried out, by these far 
out extremists bear a resemblance to the 
Russian revolutionaries, one was Stalin, 
who prior to 1914 got money for their 
violent ends by this means. 
In the middle ground are those who 
seek escape in communes, the simple 
life, Zen, meditation, spurning the com­ 
plexities and obligations of a highly 
organized society. Except in the fervor 
of the antiwar movement over Vietnam, 
theirs is for the most part a quiet 
protest. 
It seems to this observer that if there 
is one overriding priority, it is to try to 
rekindle the belief of the young. It may 
be impossible. Certainly for the tiny 
minority given to crime and violence it is 
out of the question. 
Much of the rhetoric being cranked up 
for the bicentennial is a dusty answer out 
of a past which is ancient history. Essen­ 
tial is the demonstration by the young 
and for the young that the system is not 
hopelessly locked into the rigidities of 
another day. 
This Jerry Brown has begun to show. 
He is of a generation quite apart from 
the 60-year-olds who dominate the scene 
in Washington. 
If he can win the 
allegiance of his own kind, or at least all 
but those totally alienated, we shall have 
reason to be grateful to him
